Ose more appeal has been made to 
the"British workmen*in connection 
with the supply of amnninition, and 
that by Sip, John French, who,,in a 
conversation ‘with Lord Durham, 
stated that “what we want, and must 


pound the enemy, and to go on 
pounding them,: Tegardless of. the 
expense, regardless of the number of 
|shells I use, because by: ding 8o Tam 
saving. the lives of our gallant. men. 
The more ammunition the less danger 
are our men incurring in-making theae 
advances,” .The sme ery is tonnd in 
his ‘official despatch on the hattle of 
Neiive Chapelle. Thia view has often 
been expressed; but perhaps not with 
.the eame directness, .or based on the 
same experience, and we make’ no 
apology for repenting it, because sliells 
practically will save “our gallant 
men.” We nre inclined to believe 
that a truer and more intelligent view 
in regard to this subject’ is extending 
amongst the working! clusses. The 
unions assgeiated dirdetly with the 
engineering trade have voted in 
favour of the much-desired limitation 
ta the .restrictions imposed by. their 
regulations, and we hope -that, as a 


number of workers, male and female,
